SNAKES OF LOUISIANA 


Scientists Declare . Them » Harmless, 
Though to Negroes They are a 
Terror 

Louisiana, and Avery’s Island in 
particular, produces the largest water 
snakes found on the American conti- 
nent, and is the home of the noted 
horn snake, the dread of the planta- 
tion darky and the theme of his most 
wonderful tales. 

As a result of the ‘find’ by scien- 
tists, the New York Zoological G: 
ens have sent to BH. A. McInhenny 
a number of the water snakes for ex- 
hibition in thelxs snake department, 
and Mr. Mecllhenny is going to send 
them, a slagniappe, a good sample of 
the horn snake, which he caught while 
projecting around for the water 
snakes. 


Just why the water snakes should) 


grow to the immense size that they 
do in this particular locality is a mys- 
tery, and grow they do, as specimens 
four feet and over in length and from 
three to four inches in diameter have 
been captured for the New York Zoo. 
They are non-venomous and subsist 
mostly on fish and the young birds 
which have fallen,out of nests. and 
into or near the water. Great slug- 
gish things tliey appear while lying 
asleep in the sun on the mud banks 
near the water's edge, but let them 
get into the water and afte: the min- 
nows and small fish which: comprise 
their food. and their sluggishness. dis- 
appears immediately «nd their speed 
and agility. are wonderful. 

The horn snake has for years been 
the subject of legends galore among 
the members of the negro race, -es- 
pecially in the south, and by these 
people it is invested with an amount 
of wonderful and terrible qualities 
that make it feared above all other 
varieties. Imagination is necessary 
to furnish even the slightest founda- 
tion for many of these stories. 

Growing to immense size, according 
to: the folk lore, the horn snake car- 
ries destruction to man, beast or veg- 
etation that it strikes with the horn 
it carries at the end of its tail, and 
according to the neg-oes will some- 
times kill even grown trees-when it 
becomes. angered by stinging them. 
The tree stung is said to wither and 
die immediately after the deadly wea- 


.|pon has entered its, bark. 


It is presumed also that the horn 
snake has had a great deal to do with 
the fantastic tales of the hoop snake 
of the darkies, which is said to take 
its tail in its mc-th and roll downhill 
or along the ground toward the object 
of its attack, and upon reaching it to 
unwind suddenly and strike with the 
sting at the end of its tail. 

In reality tl» horn snake is a very 
ordinary looking reptile, the average 


| being from 2 to 2 1-2 feet in length, of 


a dark’ brown or bronze color on the 
back, and with the underside striped 
with red, like that of the red-banded 
water snake, The head is rounded 
and lacks entirely the arrowhead 
shape possessed by nearly all of the 
venomous snakes. The body is rath- 
er slender, and its tail terminates in 
a sharply pointed sting or horn of dark 
color and very hard. It is this horn 
which has.given.rise.to all.of the stor- 
ies concerning the species. 

That the horn snake is harmless 
like the water snakes was proved by 
Mr. Mclihenny, who reached into the 
tank in which the horn snake and per- 
haps a dozea of the big water snakes 
were confined and lifted them out un- 
ceremoniously. Little care was tak- 
en to prevent a bite, though the big 
wriggling fellows twisted in lis hands 
while several negroes standing nearby 
Zave signs of readiness:for instant 
flight should the terrible horner get 
away. an:

The natural result was that far 
smaller quantities of ceréals were vb- 
tainable than had been anticipated, 
and the local prices rose to an almost 
prohibitive scale—from $15 to $20 
per ton; failures were noc infrequent, 
and the riore substantial merchants 
were in many cases only able to load 
the vessels chartered to fulfil their 
forward contracts at a serious loss. 
Instead of the anticipated large in- 
crease in the. exports of soya beans 
during the year 1912, for the haulage 
of which thé Chinese Eastern Railway 
had made elaborate preparaticns, the 
value of exports of ’ commodity 
was actually only some 77 per cent. 
of the figures reached in 1911.

Th. Gypsy and his Way of Living 

Real Romanies or Gypsies, are very 
scarce in this country. 4nd most of 
the people who travel and pose as 
gypsies here are either tramps or hy- 
brids, the result of intermarriage of 
the real gypsy with other racau. Gyp- {4 
sies are very numerous in England, 
but ft is necessary to have a guide 
if the visitors would like to see them 
in their fat orite haunts. Of late 
years, law, order and sanitary condi- 
tions have driven the Romanies into 
secluded nooks and forest lingles. In 
such places can be geen the oval rdof- 
ed ceravan, quité unlike the palatial 
conveyance of would-be imitators or 
show people. Here also ‘can. be 
found#@the tents, whicl. reminds one of 
that vast throng of people, the Israel- 
ites, who lived the gipsy life and were 
tent dwellers. In the camp the elder 
gypsies can be heard speaking in 
strange tongue, for the real gypsy 
speaks the Romany language, and the}: 
parent’s hearts are sad today because 
their offsprin. prefer speaking in 
Ezglish. Round the ‘Zog’ or fire over 
which hangs a blackened pot, which 
stew of rabbits 
and vegetables culled from the neigh- 
boring fields, the ‘chavvies’ or chil- 
dren anxiously wait, while a dog of 
‘the greyhound specie also waits ex- 
pectedly tc be rewarded for bringing 
his contribution to the family larder, 
On the bushes. hangs the family wash- 
ing; while browsing on the coarse 
grass so familiar to "“nglish common 
land, a few horses and donkeys may 
be seen. All these things make an 
int resting picture of primitive life. 
Some people have rather peculiar 
ideas.concerning gyps:es. First of all 
let me say that all gypsies are~not 
dark. As I visit the various camps 
during mission work I-find hundrecs 
of fair gypsies. Originally the gyp- 
sies.were an eastern people but like 
other people they ‘have turned their 
feet, westward and climate with other 
causes may. have altered them con- 
siderably. My father wd. a thor- 
ough ‘gypsy, but ‘quite fair... In the 
old days intermarriages with. ‘Gorgois 
house dweilers, meant expulsion for 
the offender from the tribe. 

The Romany girl is betrothed at the 
age cf fourteen, but at least two years 
must elapse ere marriags shall take 
place. This is not a time of court- 
‘ship, the betrothed must treat eacb 
other as ordinary acquaintances or 
the maich is broken’ off. The~mar- 
riage would usually take place in a 
secluded forest glen. A Jong hazel 
branch is brought, the pair step over 
the branch, and are then acclaimed 
‘rawny’ and ‘rye,’ which means man 
and wife. Superstition lies depp in 
the heart of the gyps‘es, and by the 
stars they forecast many happenings. 
When th? head of the tribe dies the 
caravan, clothes, etc, are burned and 
the ashes scattered over the grave.

This 
discharge is caused by a difference of 
potemiial between earth and cloud. The 
one is heavily charged with positive 
electricity, the other with negative, 
with the air between acting as an in- 
sulator, If the air is sufficient to 
keep apart the two currents, no dis- 
charge will take place except from one 
cloud to another. Now, as the storm 
moves on it comes closer to the earth 
or meets some object in its path 
which offers less resistance than the 
air—maybe a tree, pole, building, ete. 
The electrical pressure is so great 
that the slight decrease in resistance 
offered by such object is sufficient to 
cause the current to jump the inter- 
vening space and \e have the de- 
structive charge. This explanation 
will be clearer to those who have 
seen the spark gap from coils used on 
automobiles.  * 

Now let us “assume that instead of 
the. object before mentioned, such as 
a tree, pole, building, etc., We have a 
perfect conductor of electri uty, as a 
steel building, steel.tower or pole in

Here is where the function of. the 
lightning rod appears, cimilar.to pipes 
tapping the tank dnd drawing off the 
water before. dangerous presgure is 
brought to bear on the tank. A. pro- 
perly constructed lightning rod will, in 
the vast majority of cases, act in this 
manner by silently discharging the
